MAINE—Portland.—Four weeks ended December 25, 1897. Estimated 
population, 41,500. Total deaths, 70, including phthisis pulmonalis, 4 ; 
diphtheria, 7, and croup, 1. 

MASSACHUSETTS — Worcester.—Month of November, 1897. Esti- 
mated population, 103,086. Total deaths, 131, including phthisis pul- 
monalis, 12; enteric fever, 2, and diphtheria, 9. 

MICHIGAN.—Week ended December 18, 1897. Reports to the State 
board of health, Lansing, from 59 observers indicate that measles 
increased and inflammation of kidney and intermittent fever decreased 
in area of prevalence. Phthisis pulmonalis was reported present 
during the week at 178, diphtheria at 47, scarlet fever at 43, enteric 
fever at 42, measles at 26, and whooping cough at 11 places. 

Week ended December 25, 1897. Reports from 54 observers indicate 
that inflammation of bowels and inflammation of kidneys increased 
and diarrhea decreased in area of prevalence. Phthisis pulmonalis 
was reported present at 175, enteric fever at 47, diphtheria at 38, 
scarlet fever at 38, measles at 28, and whooping cough at 11 places. 

NEw YorkK.—Month of November, 1897. Reports to the State board 
of health, Albany, N. Y., from 152 cities, towns, and villages, show a 
total of 8,325 deaths, including diphtheria and croup, 339; enteric 
fever, 151; measles, 63; scarlet fever, 62; phthisis pulmonalis, 977, 
and whooping cough, 27. 

The Monthly Bulletin says: 


‘*The number of deaths reported for the month is 8,325, which repre- 
sents an unusual death rate of 15.30 per 1,000 estimated population. 
This is 400 more deaths than were reported in November, 1896, but is 
about the average of the last seven years for this month. Compared 
with the corresponding month of last year, the proportion of deaths in 
early life was smaller, and the relative zymotic mortality is smaller, 
and the same is true regarding the average of past years; less than one- 
fourth of the deaths occurred under the age of five years, and little 
more than ten per cent of the deaths were from zymotic causes. The 
only one of this latter class of diseases which shows a notable decrease 
is diphtheria, from which there were for the month 5 deaths per 100,000 
population, against 6.5 in last November, and an average of 9 during 
the last ten years. Diarrheal diseases have continued to be excessive 
during the autumn months, the rural mortality from this cause being 
materially greater than it was a year ago. The mortality from acute 
respiratory diseases is that of the average for the month, 1,150 deaths, 
about 14 per cent of the total, and 17.5 deaths per 100,000 population. 

‘‘Compared with the preceding month, there were 800 fewer deaths 
and a saving in the annual death rate of 1.45 per 1,000 population; the 
number of deaths in early life and from the class of zymotic diseases 
was less, diarrheal diseases having decreased by 250, and diphtheria, 
which usually increases in November, has a smaller mortality, as also 
has typhoid fever, while scarlet fever and measles have increased in 
the maritime district only. The rural mortality from diphtheria is 
small compared with that of last November, only 36 deaths being 
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reported from nonspecified towns. November is uniformly the month 
of smallest mortality in the year; the average monthly mortality for 
the preceding ten months of the present year was 9,960 against 8,325 
this month, a death rate of 15.30 against 18.30, and a daily mortality 
of 280, which is the average for November for ten years, against a daily 
average for the rest of the year of 340. The infant mortality is always 
the lowest in the year, while the zymotic is relatively higher, as a rule, 
than in the early spring months. A case of smallpox from a source 
unknown is reported from Deposit.”’

Sanitary report from Rio. 


Rio DE JANEIRO, December 6, 1897. 


Sir: I have the honor to transmit report for the week ended Decem- 


ber 4, 1897 : 

There were 8 deaths from accesso pernicioso, an increase of 1; 1 from 
measles, 4 from beriberi, and 2 from enteric fever, none in the forego- 
ing week; 43 from tuberculosis, a decrease of 2; and 250 from all 
causes, a decrease of 9. The favorable state of the health of the town 
continues. 

Since last report the following-named ships have been inspected or 
received bills of health from this office: December 2, steamship 
Hevelius, Belgian, for New York ; schooner Helen M. Atwood, Ameri- 
can, for Brunswick, Ga.; barkentine Good News, American, for Balti- 
more ; steamship Imperial Prince, British, for New York, from Santos.

December 28: The United States consul at Cardenas reports that dur- 
ing the week ended December 25 there were in that city no deaths from 
yellow fever and 4 deaths from smallpox. 

December 27: The United States consul at Cienfuegos reports that 
during the week ended December 26 there were in that city 1 death 
from yellow fever and 3 deaths from smallpox. 

December 31: The United States sanitary inspector at Habana reports

December 24: The United States consul at Matanzas reports that 
during the week ended December 22 there was in that city 1 death 
from yellow fever and no death from smallpox. 

December 27: The United States consul at Sagua la Grande reports 
that during the week ended December 25 there were in that city 31 
eases and 4 deaths from smallpox and many cases of yellow fever, but 
impossible to obtain correct statistics of the same. 


Sanitary report from Habana. 


HABANA, December 25, 1897. 


Srr: I have the honor to inform you that the mortality from yellow 
fever continues to diminish in this city, as might be expected at this 
season, there having been only 2 deaths from it, and these Spanish 
soldiers, during the past week, but the mortality from intestinal dis- 
eases, typhoid, malarial, and so-called pernicious fever continues high, 
as also death from starvation. 

The mortality from all diseases during the week ended December 23 
was 410, 2 of which were caused by yellow fever, 16 by enteric fever, 
11 by malarial fever, 12 by so-called pernicious fever, 4 by smallpox, 
77 by enteritis, 46 by dysentery, 47 by tuberculosis, 4 by pneumonia, 9 
by starvation, 1 by diphtheria, and 1 by bilious fever. The weather 
continues pleasantly cool and dry.

Srr: I have the honor to forward you the following mortuary table 
for the week ended December 30, 1897 : 

During that or the seminal period concluding last night there were 
402 deaths in all in this city, 4 of which were caused by yellow fever, 
11 by enteric fever, 13 by malarial fever, 9 by pernicious fever, 2 by 
smallpox, 76 by enteritis, 56 by dysentery, 42 by tuberculosis, 2 by 
pneumonia, 4 by starvation, and 2 by beriberi. 

It may be seen by the foregoing table that the only diseases which 
are particularly severe are enteritis and dysentery, although quite a 
number of deaths occur from typhoid, malarial, and pernicious fevers. 

The weather now is cool, and dry northerly winds prevailing.

CONSTANTINOPLE, December 15, 1897. 

At the yesterday’s sitting of the International Sanitary Commission the British sanitary 
representative communicated the number of deaths registered in the three principal 
towns of India. The mortality of the town of Bombay during the week from the 9th 
to the 16th of November was 673, 7 from cholera and 47 from bubonic plague. Accord- 
ing to telegraphic news received from Bassorah, there have arrived there the following 
steamships: Henry Belkow, which started from Bombay on the 19th of November. In 
her bill of health it was stated that 47 deaths from bubonic plague had been registered 
in that town during the week ended that date. The bill of health of the steamship 
Purulia, which started from Bombay the 25th of the same month (November), stated 
67 plague deaths for the week ended the latter date. 

The newly appointed sanitary physician at Bassorah complains of many irregularities 
occurring in that lazaretto. He reports, for instance, that the German consul, Mr. 
Richard, has been on board the steamship Kapurthala coming from India while she 
was under quarantine, and afterwards he entered the town of Bassorah freely ; the san- 
itary guardians not daring to keep him in the lazaretto and oblige him to undergo a 
ten days’ quarantine like all contaminated persons. I have already mentioned in my 
last report about the most imperfect conditions of the lazaretto of Bassorah. For 
instance, the landlord of the house living in the same place where quarantine is per- 
formed. At the yesterday’s sitting, only fifteen days later, the above-mentioned sanitary 
physician asks by wire if he is allowed to hire that part of the house where the landlord 
of the lazaretto lives, and so have the lazaretto only for the passengers who undergo 
quarantine. 

Sanitary official news states that public health is satisfactory in Trebizonde (Black 
Sea), Tripoli, in Syria, and Preveza (Epirus). The same is announced from Mecca. 
About the value of the sanitary news as well as the value of the sanitary physician of 
the latter town, I have already written in my previous reports. (See my report, 178.) 
in Constantinople, besides smallpox, which is increasing, the other infectious diseases 
are abating. During the week ended the 12th instant, 253 have been registered, from 
which 2 were from measles, 4 from typhoid fever, and 13 from smallpox.

Dr. J. Sanarelli on the presemt value of his antiyellow fever serum. 
[Translated in this Bureau. ] 


UNIVERSITY OF MONTEVIDEO, 
INSTITUTE OF EXPERIMENTAL HYGIENE, 
November 27, 1897. 


DEAR Sir: I have received your kind letter of the 18th of October 
last in which you inform me that you have already commenced studies 
in the bacillus icteroides, which I suppose was isolated at New Orleans. 

I should be very much obliged if you would send me all the publi- 
cations made on this subject by your Marine-Hospital laboratory or by 
other laboratories of the United States. 
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With regard to the antiamaryllic serum (it can not yet be called anti- 
toxin), I have nothing new to add to the detailed report which I sent 
you and which you must have already read in the annals of the Pasteur 
Institute, where it should have appeared about October 27 last. 

I believe my serum to be now ready for human experimentation. 

A few days from now I shall make a second bleeding of the only 
horse which I consider at the present time as well vaccinated (the serum 
of the first bleeding I have already sent to Brazil), and I shall hasten 
to send you a certain quantity of the serum, which I trust you will 
experiment with in the present epidemic at New Orleans. On this 
subject I should like to make a statement. 

At the present time I can not offer my serum as a sovereign remedy 
for yellow fever. It would be veritable presumption to claim to cure 
yellow fever when it has already reached its most advanced stages. 

At the present time I believe my serum to be efficacious when admin- 
istered at the beginning of the disease. This is much in its favor. 

If successive experiments shall demonstrate its utility in the most 
advanced periods also, so much the better. 

I can tell you nothing with regard to the dose to be administered. 
This is still in the trial stage. Try one, two, three * * * vials. 
Make the injections subcutaneously, and if this does not give immediate 
results inject the serum immediately into the veins (the superficial veins 
of the forearm lend themselves very well to this purpose). 

When you have collected or published your respective observations, 
I beg you to send them to me here or wherever I may be, as I am not 
sure of remaining here for a length of time.

STATISTICAL REPORTS. 


GREAT BriTaAtIN—England and Wales.—The deaths registered in 33 
great towns in England and Wales during the week ended December 18 
correspond to an annual rate of 20.6 a thousand of the aggregate popu- 
lation, which is estimated at 10,992,524. The highest rate was recorded 
in Blackburn, viz, 26.2, and the lowest in West Ham, viz, 14.1. 

London.—One thousand seven hundred and ninety-five deaths were 
registered during the week, including measles, 134; scarlet fever, 19; 
diphtheria, 63 ; whooping cough, 45; enteric fever, 23, and diarrhea and 
dysentery, 10. The deaths from all causes correspond to an annual 
rate of 21.0 a thousand. In greater London 2,324 deaths were regis- 
tered, corresponding to an annual rate of 19.3 a thousand of the popu- 
lation. In the ‘‘outer ring” the deaths included 16 from diphtheria, 40 
from measles, 5 from scarlet fever, and 13 from whooping cough. 

Jreland.—The average annual death rate represented by the deaths 
registered during the week ended December 18 in the 23 principal town 
districts of Ireland was 26.8 a thousand of the population. The lowest 
rate was recorded in Tralee, viz, 11.2, and the highest in Kilkenny, 
viz, 42.5athousand. In Dublin and suburbs 191 deaths were registered, 
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including enteric fever, 10; diphtheria, 2; scarlet fever, 4, and whoop- 
ing cough, 2. 

Scotland.—The deaths registered in 8 principal towns during the 
week ended December 18 jcorrespond to an annual rate of 20.3 a thou- 
sand of the population, which is estimated at 1,549,907. The lowest 
mortality was recorded in Perth, viz, 13.6, and the highest in Greenock, 
viz, 31.3a thousand. The aggregate number of deaths registered from 
all causes was 606, including measles, 11; scarlet fever, 10; diphtheria, 
3, and whooping cough, 29. 

Dundee.—Month of November, 1897. Estimated population, 163,090. 
Total deaths, 259, including phthisis pulmonalis, 26; scarlet fever, 9; 
diphtheria, 3; croup, 1, and whooping cough, 4. 

JAMAICA.— Week ended December 11, 1897. Estimated population, 
694,865. Total deaths not reported. The deaths included 1 from yel- 
low fever. 

NORFOLK ISLAND.—Month of October, 1897. Estimated population, 
869. No deaths. 

UNITED STATES OF CoLOMBIA—Barranquilla.—Month of November, 
1897. Estimated population, 40,000. Total deaths, 78. No deaths 
reported from contagious diseases.
